Crryenye, Wyo., April 24.—[ Special. ]—The 
cattlemen are sleeping tonight in the old 
bowling-alley buildmg at Fort Russell, three 
miles north of town, and are guarded by sol- 
diers from the Seventeenth Infantry. They 
arrived on the special train that left Douglas 
in the morning, and during a portion of the 
trip a pilot engine ran halfa mile ahead of 
the train to guara against any possible mis- 
hap. But sone occurred. Just how long 


they will remain there or what will be done 


with them is known to but one man in the 


State. That man is Gov. Barber, and he posi- 


tively declares that he has not the remotest 
idea when they will be taken from under the 


protection of che United States troops. 
Although they have been under arrest ten 
days his Excellency has not yet made up his 


mind as to where they will be sent for trial or 


what they will be charged with. The Gov.

would have to work without pay.

Deputy Sheriff Rohles signified his intention 
of going through with the prisoners to 
Cheyenne, Fort Russell, or whercver halt was 
called. The cattlemen declared in vigorous 
terms that he should not ride on the same 
tram with them.

. Wolcott followed suit and then a delegation 


authorized to protest against the Sheriff’s 
Presence on the train called on the com- 
mander, 

By the Lord Harry, said Billy“ Irvine, 
excitedly, I hope that the Major will refuse 
him transportation. If he doesn’t, why, it 
will get us into trouble, for we will throw 
him out of this car if he ventures in.“ 

The delegation arrived at this point, and re- 
ported that as Maj. Fenchet had promised 
Rohle’s transportation to Cheyenne Maj. Eg- 
bert felt bound to take him through. But he 
(the Sheriff) would not be allowed in the cars 
occupied by the prisoners. A bronzed and 
bearded *‘ pard then made a few pointed and 
none too complimentary remarks about the 
law’s representative ffom Johnson County, 
and on Maj. Wolcott calling him down, 
answered: The better the day, the better 
the deed. He ought to be strung up in the 
caboose and left hanging there until we get to 
Cheyenne.”’ : 

With a Pilot Engine Ahead. 

In compliance with orders issued by Gen. 
Brooke, on the suggestion of Gov. Barber, the 
special was preeeded by a pilot engine and ca- 
boose. The latter, containing a section crew 
supplied with tools to repair any break that 
might be made in the track. Two men with 
field glasses were stationed in the lookout ”’ 
on the caboose roof and they scanned the 
country ahead of them until Bordeaux, 100 
miles from Douglas, was reached. There 
danger was consitiered a thing of the fast and 
the two engines combined forces and pulled 
the special into Fort Russell. The trip was 
an exceedingly slow one, the maximum rate 
of speed never exceeding fifteen miles an 
hour. 

While passing through, the Platte River 
Canon the train moryed just about as rapidly 
as the mules on Mr. Yerkes’ unrivaled street- 
car system, and the passengers if they had 
been so disposed could have gotten off and 
plucked some early spring flowers that 
bloomed on the southern hillsides. On one 
side of the cafion rose rocky walls to the 
height of 300 and 400 feet; on the other, 
twenty-five feet below the railroad traqk, 
rolled ‘the Platte, swelled by the snow water 
from the mountains,

Tough and hatdeyed us they are by the life 
they lead, there were but few during the ride 
who did not sleep as much as possible. Three 
weeks in the saddle riding through the worst 
storm of the season had just about been too 
much for them. 

The Arrival at Fort Russell. 

It was 3:45 o’eclock when the train arrived 
at Fort Russell and it seemed as though the 
whole of Cheyenne had turned out there to 
witness the arrival of the noted prisoners. It 
was possibly the hardest part of the trip for 
them and some of the “boys” hung back 
when the order to unload was given. Maj. 
Egbert received orders just as soon as the 
train pulled in to detain the prisoners in his 


custody until further orders. So the guard 


formed in line and on either side escorted 
them to the quarters they will occupy until 
the Governor disposes of them, with the old 
Bowling Alley building, 300x50 feet, in the 
southern part of the fort as their biding place. 

Down into the further corner marched the 
Texans. They have almost kept themselves 
isolated since the capture, and have little 


to do with the men who employed them. Beds 


were arranged up and down each alley, and 
soon all were as comfortable as circumstances 
would permit. They went to bed early and 
seemed glad to be under a roof once more. 

The trip from a financial standpoint has 
been a somewhat expensive one for the cattle- 
men. Each man has lost or will lose a month 
or more time. The Texas contingent draw 
$150 a month per man, The equipment was 
expensive, Winchesters and ammunition cost- 
ing several hundred dollars. Three good 
horses have been killed, Since the march 
from Fort McKinney commenced it has been 
one continuous outlay of money. The stage 
company demanded $350 as the price 
for hauling two wagon-loads of bedding. They 
got the money and only one wagon got 
through. It cost $250to buy food, and with 
hay at three cents and oats five cents a pound 
the feed cost several hundred dollars. Then 
tne hospital people charged $79 for attendance 
upon Big Jim, who was shot at T. A. ranch, 
and his funeral expenses ran up to $125. The 
debt side of the account is not yet closed, for 
legal services come high. As an offset the 
credit side shows two human lives—those of 
Champion and Ray. It is an intéresting ac- 
count. 

Johnson County People Move. 

The authorities of Johnson County say they 
are determined to preserve all property in the 
county no matter to whom it belongs. Today 
the Cheyenne Leader received the following 
communications, which fully explain the posi- 
tion of the officials:

Such remarks as you may 
see ft editorially to make that fit the situation in 
this county will be duly appreciated. It is the 
intention of the officials here to grant protection 
to all alike in the preservation of provwerty..

THE rw EDIFICE WILL BE DED- 
1CATED NEXT SUNDAY. 


Great Pomp Will Mark the Ceremony, 

Which Will Be Conducted by Cardinal 

_ Gaschereau of Quebec, and Other High 

Dignitaries—Description of the Beauti- 

ful House of Worship, and a History of 

the French-Canadian -Catholie Congre- 
gation of Chicago Which Erected It. 

Notre Dame Church, the magnificent edi- 
fice just completed at Vernon Park place and 

Sibley street, as the 
house of worship of the 
French Canadian 
Catholics of Chicago, 
will be dedicated next 
Sunday morning with 
imposing ceremonies. 
The event will be made 
a memorable one in 
the local history of 
this people as viewed 
from the standpoint of 
religion as well as of 
nationality, for of the 
18,000 French Cana- 
CARDINAL TASCHEREAU, dians in Chicago fully 
15,000 are Roman Catholics, and this is the 
only house of worship chey have in the city, 
although they have flourishing religious 
houses.in far out suburbs. 

The dedicatory setvices will be in the 
French and Latin tongues. They will be dis- 
tinguished by the presence and offices of 
Cardinal Taschereau of Quebec, Mgr. Paquet, 
President of the Laval University, Quebec, 
conceded to be the most eloquent Catholic 
prelate in the Dominion; Archbishop Fabre

of Montreal, a number of Canadian priests, 
Archbishop Feehan of Chicago, and many 
lesser officials of the church. Excursions will 
be run from the various French-Canadian 
Catholic settlements in the territory tributary 
to Chicago. 

Description of the Edifice. 


The church edifice was designed by Archi- 
tect Gregoire Vigeant of Chicago, and cost 
$100,000. It stands in 
the center of Chicago’s 
French Canadian col- 
ony, the boundaries of 
which are generally de-

The main body 

of the church is of 

nearly circular form, 

having sixteen equal 

sides, with the two op- 

posite sections of fcur 

sides formed into MGR. PAQUET. 

transepts deep enough for sanctuaries, vesti- 

bules, the organ loft, and one large gallery. 

The side transepts are shailow, and in each 

there is a stained glass window sixteen feet 

wide by thirty feet in height. In the front 

and over the main altar are windows sixteen 

feet wide and eighteen feet high. In the main 

side walls there are four windowa, each 

twenty-five feet in height. There are many 

smaller windows throughout the building, the 
base and main body of 
the tower containing 
thirty-three windows. 
The figures on the 
eleven larger windows 
represent the principal 
scenes of the life of the 
Blessed Virgin Mary. 
These are after the 
great masters and por- 
tray the Presentation, 
Annunciation, Mar- 
riage, Nativity, Flight 
Into Egypt, At the Foot 
of the Cross, the As- 
sumption, etc. 

ARCHBISHOP FABRE, The side walls, fifty- 
two feet high, are faced with cream-colored 
brick, the four sides being relieved by as 
many large gables, with the addition of two 
side towers for the main facade. ‘The main or 
circular part of the church is covered with a 
conical roof, crowned with a dome 22 feet in 
diameter and 72 feet in height from the bot- 
tom of the base to the top and 145 fet from 
the ground to the top of the gilded statue 
of Our Lady, which in heroic proportions sur- 
mounts the entire pile. The outer brick walls 
are trimmed with Bedford. stone, the top of 
the side towers and the 
dome with copper, and 
other outside mold- 
ings with galvanized 
iron. The roof is of 
black slate. 

The whole is treated 
in a Romanesque style 
of architecture, and 
with its varied wall and 
sk lines, . gables, 
towers, and dome 
gives a pleasing and 
dignified appearance, 

The whole interior, 
though; ninety-eight 
feet wide, 125 teet arcHBISHOP FEEHAN. 
long, and 105 feet high to the top of the inner 
dome, shows no actual supports. It seems to 
be supported by twelve Corinthan col 
umns crowned with embellished entablature, 
from which spring the main ceiling vaulted 
over the side walls and 
windows, and curving 
gradually upward until 
it meets and. merges 
into the large base of 
the inner dome. There 
a triforium ten feet 
wide, open, with an 
arcade of sixteen mar- 
bleized columns, to 
carry the upper part of 
the dome. The four 
side altars are of mar- 
ble, especially ornate, 
treated in the embel- 
lished, Italian renais- 
FATHER 4. L. BERGERON. ance. The entire in- 
terior is decorated in ivory, cream, and gold 
colorings, with delicate shadings. The sanc- 
tuary walls and the main vestibule wainscot- 
ink are finished with Sienna marble, and the 
floors are laid with mosaic. 

The communion railing is made of small 
columns with golden capitais and marble 
tops. All the iaterior woodwork is of quarter- 
sawed ret oak, finished in semi-antique style. 
The main gallery, which has a frontage of 
ninety feet, has no visible support, but is car- 
ried by a cantilever which takes its sustaining | 


gallery is to be exclusively ased for the choir 
and organ. The two galleries are reached by 
iron stairways in the 

side towers, the exits 

all leading direct to the 

outer doors. The pipe 

organ in the lower gal- 

lery was made for the 

church at a cost of 

$5,000. 

At the rear of the 
structure, on either side 
of the sanctuary, are 
large vestries, and 
above them are several 
rooms for the sexton. 

Under the whole runs a 

basement twelve feet 

high, well above the 

ground, thoroughly lighted and bright, with 
many iron columns, which carry the main 
church floors. The lighting, heating, ventila- 
tion, and acoustic pruperties of the church are 
perfect. The seating capacity is for 1,800 per- 
sons. 

History of the Parish. 

To the tireless efforts of the Rev. Father 
Achille L. Bergeron, the young pastor, is due 
the recent rapid growth of the congregation 
of Notre Dame. Bringing a genial presence, 
with a persuasive pulpit eloquence, to the 
work, his efforts have been strikingly success- 
ful. The parish of Notre Dame de Chicago 
was organized in 1861. A frame church and 
parochial residence were completed in that 
year at Halsted and Congress streets. The 
Rev. Father J. Coté was pastor from that date 
until 1884, when the Kev. Father Bergeron 

was appointed. He at 

onee sold the Halsted 

street buildings, which 

now, by the way, are 

used as a theater for 

“presentation of sensa- 

tional dramas. The 

proceeds of the sale he 

applied to the purchase 

of the site of the pres- 

ent edifice, In 1885 he 

built there a parochial 

school at a cost 

of $26,000, and in

Consecrated the New Church. 
Miuwavuxez, Wis., Apri! 24.—[Special.]— 
Elaborate ceremonies attended the consecra- 
tion today of the new Catholic. Church, St.

THROW N OUT OF WORK | 


EFFECTS OF THE. READING COAL 
COMBINATION, 


Over 75,000 Men Lose Employment Half 
Their Time—it Being Necessary to‘ Pay 
Large Dividends Money Must Be Raised 
Production to ne Ourtailed and the 
Price Must Ae — Manufactories 
Will Be Forced to Use Soft Coal or Shut 
Down Entirely. | — 


New Tonx, April 24.—[ Special. ]—When the 


clever gentlemen of. Philadelphia and New | 


York devised and caryied out the Reading 
deal they laid a heavy hand upon all the in- 
dustrial and material interests of the East. 
The combination has been in active existence 
three weeks. In the great Lehigh Valley coal 
region it has thrown 75,000 men out of em- 
ployment half the time. In the cities of 
the lower valley it has 4 deprived 2,000 
workmen of half their employment and saved 
from their wages $75,000. - Its restriction of 
the coal product is a forerunner of the com- 
ing advance ot coal prices which is to increase 
the cost of manufacturing in all Easteta 
States, the price of manufactures for the 
whole country, and the cost of living for the 
people. The only cause for all this dis- 
turbance of business and misfortune to the 
people is an attempt to make an unprofitable 
railroad pay excessive dividends for two other 
railroads which it has no right to possess. 
What has passed into history as the Read- 
ing deal concluded the congolidation of three 
railroads—the Philadelphia and Reading. the 


. Lehigh Valley, and the Central of New Jersey 


Sand the control of a fourth, the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western. Except for the 
Peunsylvania all the anthracite coal consumed 
in the United States must be carried over 
these four roads. The share of the Pennsyl- 
vania in this traffic is not great for the reason 
that what coal it carries goes by a roundabout 
route and neither the eastern nor the western 
region can compare in quality of coal or 
quantity mined with the great middle region. 

The four roads are not‘only carriers of coal, 
but they are miners and shippers also. They 
either own or work colleries or they contract 
for and dispose of the entire output of -col- 
leries, which puts them in the same position 
of sellers in the market. “Therefore, the price 
of coal is the regulator of their profits. If 
they were merely carriers their only interest 
would be to carry*plenty, and collect freights, 


whatever the price might be. Bemg sellers 


their interest is to keep the price as high as 
possible, whatever the freight may be. 


No Competition in the Futare. 


Heretofore the competition hetween the four 
principal sellers hus prevented advances in 
ecal prices except spasmodically and by rare 
8 ereafter there is to be no 

ore competition, That is the first 
point to be remembered. The. prob- 
lem confronting — the controlling spirits 
of the combination is serious. 
However, they are going to get the money to 
pay these dividends. - There is only one way 
that the thmg ean be done. The dividends 
must be paid. Up goes the price vf coal. 
This is exactly what the managers of the com- 
bination determined upon before the deal was 
‘made. Every step they have taken since has 
been in the same direction. 

But there are a great number. of individual 
operators in the Lehigh’ region who are not 
directly controlled by the 1 Without 


close their collieries half of last week. By this 
one operation 75,000 men in the Lehigh Val- 
ley were thrown out of work for que-half of 
the time. Having closed all the collieries for 
half the time there is of course only half as 
inuch coal traffic over the roads, and that leads 
to the next step in the combination program. 

There are Lehigh Valley repair and build- 
ing shops at Easton, Packerton, Delano, 
Weatherly, Wilkesbarre, ‘Hazleton, Mahanoy 
City, and Sayre, and. Jersey Central shops 
at Cove Port and Ashley. The fact that 
there are only half the usual number of 


freight trains running, with only half the 
usual 


number of breakages, is made the 
excuse for closing all of.these shops half of 
each week. Consequently the wages of all the 
employés df these shops—car>uilders, ma- 
chinists, smiths, painters, arid all tne rest— 
have been cut in half. 


There are hundreds of men employed in 


mak me up the coal trains und running them 
to the seaboard. These. are now, employed 
only half the time. Consequently their wages 
have been cut in half. net 

Seven hundred bridge-builders were em- 
ployed in spanning and rebuilding along the 
Lehigh Valley line. Four hundred of these 
have been discharged and. those who remain 
are not employed all the time. Consequently 
there has been an effective saving here. 

What is true of Easton is true in a different 
degree, greater or lesa, of- seven heretofore 
flourishing towns along the Lehigh Valley. 

The great shops of the Lehigh Valley at 
Packerton, near Mauch Chunk, and the other 
repair shops at Hazleton, Wilkesbarre, Dela- 
no, Weatherly, Mahony City, and Sayre are 
also running on half time. From each of 
these places there will have to be an exodus of 
half the men employed. 


Must Raise $500, 000 or the Deal Goes. 


The combination must raise $500,000 by May 
1 to pay the Lehigh Valley dividend or away 
goes the deal, and likely the magnificent ob- 
ject of controlling the coal market will be lost 
forever. 

The question of prices for May will e 
be decided Thursday next. There is no doubt 
that the com bination has decided. to be cau- 
tious about the cost of, fuel being increased. 
Indeed, the impression has been given out that 
little increase would be made, but this, 
it is believed, was merely because 
the public mind was excited over 
the deal and the ‘“‘combiners” were 
waiting for the flurry to blow oyer. The price 


| of coal in the West was advanced last Thurs- 


day 25 cents a ton. Before.that the price of 
chestnut coal had been advanced 25 cents a 
ton all over, and this more than equalized the 
price, so that with that advance the Reading 
found itself mining and selling coal just after 
the deal at about 10 cents a 
ton for all grades more than a year ago. 
This is not enough to pay the combination for 
its trouble. It would be but $500,000 on a 
total output of 50,000,000, or $375,000 for the 
combination. The general belief is that the 
advance will be 25 cents.when made. That 
would mean increased receipts on every ton 
of coal mined and sold over 1891 of 35 cents a 
ton. An increase like that would mean a fort- 


Let us consider that tne output for May 
would be restricted to 2,500,000. Of- this the 
“combine ” considers itself entitled to mine 
and sell 1,875,000 tons. If the price during 
May is advancéd 25 cents, then the increased 
revenue of the coal combine and the operators 
it controls will amount to $646,250, 

The cream of anthracite coal comes from 
the Lehigh’ Valley. The effect of the Read 
ing combination will be twofold—to advance 
‘the price of this precious commodity and to 
force the use in its place of a coal much in- 
ferior, 

While all the railroads in the consolidation 
are more or less interested in collieries, the 
Philadelphia and Reading has much more m- 
terest than any of the others. Only its col- 
lieries are in the Schuylkill regions. On au- 
thority of President McLeod himself, each 
road in the combine is to earn all tlie 2 
it can and is not to be operated tu the injurz 
of another.

refuse to pay water rates and tell the city to

Perhaps the thing that makes these South- 
Siders most wrathful is the fact that in addi- 
tion to all their other sorrows the landlords 
have raised rents this spring from 20 to 40 per 
cent, In buildings of recent date, where tanks 
have been provided, this isn’tso bad, but with 
a landlord who demands $65 for a $45 flat and 
will not pump water for his tenant life is con- 
sidered hardly worth living. 

Housekeeping without water—under the 
tyranny of “modern improvements — is 
something worse than Dante ever imagined. 
Consider the thousand ana one petty annoy- 
ances: No water at stationary wash-stands; 
no waterin the bath-tub, no water for the 
kitchen; the labor of carrying from the 
ground floor—for one cannot draw on one’s 
next-floor neighbor, even in the best regulated 
fiats, especially if the next-floor neighbor has 
no water; the water boiler threatening to ex- 
plode and annihilate the kitchen; the cook 


’ gfraid and ready to leave; the difficulty of 


keeping servants;-and a string of other con- 
tingencies a mile long. 

But there is a far graver side. Consider the 
danger to health from the present system of 
Sanitary arrangements when the water supply 
is irregular, not to say wanting. 

Some Cases in Point. 

This unfortunate pgrt of Chicago is the ter- 
ritory lying between Thirty-fifth and Forty- 
seventh streets, the lake and State street. 

At the northeast corner of Ellis avenue and 
Thirty-ninth street stands the three-story resi- 
dence of Dr. Randolph, who says it has been 
impossible to get water above the parlor floor 
‘except at intervals for the last two years. In 
speaking of this condition of affairs he said: 
The trouble m due to a lack of pressure. So 
much building has been done in Chicago dur- 
ing the last few years that the city water- 
works are overtaxed. It does seem a shame 
that people have to suffer so with an un- 

‘limited supply close at hand, while New York 
is well supplied from far inferior natural 
sources. We are waiting in patience for con- 
mections with the new pumping station.”

The ground floor is occupied 
by stores, and the occupants thereof are the 
only tenants who receive an adequate water 
supply. Mrs. Fleming, who occupies the flat 
above the store at No. 8855 Cottage Grove, 
said: We were without water nearly all last 
summer, and we don’t get any now except 
early in the morning and late at night. We 
have had to carry up water in pails for 80 
long that we are about sick of it. 
The only way the tenants of the two flats 
above us get any water is by means of pumps, 
and part of the time they can’t even get it 
then. 

Houston, the Drexel café man, owns 
the building. Atenantof the third flat at 
No. 3859 in the same building said that the 
only way to get water between 7 a. m. and 6 
p. m. was to pump it, and that when it did 
come it covered everything it touched with a 
muddy slime. A fourth floor tenant said that 
except between midnight and 5 a. m. the 
pump was necessary, and that in hot weather 
not even the pump was of any service. 

On both sides Thirty-ninth street, between 
Cottage Grove and Indiana avenues, it is sim- 
ply a question of pump or no water in daylight 

ours for all floors above the second. Ten- 
ants of third flats at No. 884 and No. 540 | 
and intervening numbers expressed unquali- 
tied indignation at this state of affairs. 

The trouble does not diminish as one travels 
westward. The third flats of the wooden 
tenement at Nos. 3911 to 3921 Wabash avenue 
are equipped with pumps which furnish the 
only means of obtaini water. The same is 
the case with the third flats at No. 3819 and 
No, 3821 Wabash avenue. 

Vincennes Avenue'’s Woes. 

Vincennes avenue fares no better. At Nos. 
3545 and 3555 the tenants of the third flats 
complain that shortly after 6 a. m. their 
faucets fail to respond and that no water ran 
until evening and sometimes late at night. 
Water had to be borrowed until the lenders as 
well as the borrowers have become thoroughly

r. McElroy, at No. 3573 Vincennes avenue, 
said there was more or less trouble all the 
time in obtaining water even on the second 
floor and that in midsummer thére was abso- 
lutely none to be obtained at that height. 

The second floors of a long row of three- 
story residences, from No. 3625 to 3689 Vin- 
cenues avenue, are without water almost from 
sunrise to sunset, while the third floors are 
supplied fr m tanks on the roof. 

o, 3650 Vernon avenue receives’ so little 
water even on its second story during daylight 
hours that water 1s a noveity. 

Lake water visits the row of flats numbered | 
3810 to 3818 Rhodes avenue of its own free 
will only on the first and second stories. It is 
oniy prevailed upon to visit the plebeian top 
flats by the use of pumps. A row of hand- 
some new buildings, from No. 3811 to No. 3838, 
is in the same predicament. Their tenants 
say that Monday, Tuesday, and Thursday of 
last week the supply gave out altogether. 

Johnson place has been renamed Elmwood 
place and all the third floors of its thickly 
crowded buildings rarely get water in day- 
light except by means of pumps. Tenants at 
Nos. 3825 and 3843 were especially emphatic 
in their complaints. At Nos. 3810 and 3812 
stand the Elmwood Flats. Tenants of the 
third floor said that as they had no pumps 
they got no water at all between 7:30 a. m.. 
and 6:30 p. m. and that they had been 
troubled with sickness ever since they had 
moved in. The water that they succeeded in 
drawing after night was so dirty that they 
feared to drink it without first boiling it. ‘The 
tenants of upper floors in the Nevada Flats at 
Nos. 3830 and 3832 made the same complaint. 

Acknowledce the Evil Exists, i 

-That the evil exists is not denied at the 
water Office nor at the City Engineer’s office. 
Assistant City Engineer Feind said: 

There is no doubt that such a state of af- 
fairs exists. That part of the city is particu- 
larly unfortunate as regards a water supply. 
It is the most remote from pumping stations 
of any densely inhabited part of the city. 
Part of its supply comes from the Chicago“ 
avenue water-works—the rest from Sixty- 
eighth street. a 

Where the Fault Lies. 

The fault is not with any of the pumping 
works they pump into the mains all the water 
that comes through the two old tunnels to the 
two-mile crib. The trouble is that these tun- 
nels are not large enough for the present 
needy of the city. Enough water cannot come 
through them tosupply all the water which 
the city would use if it was furnished. When 
the four- mile tunnel is completed and the new 
pumping stations at Fourteenth street is in 
operation there will be plenty of water for 
everybody, at least fur a time. 

The trouble is that work on the new four- 
mile tunnel was not started soon enough. It 
was begun in December, 1887, and will be fin- 
ished this fall--probably in October. The 
growth of the city has been such that no one’s 
calculations have kept pace with it. The 
capacity of the new tunnel will be 133,000,000 
gallons a day, or nearly as much as the four 


pumping stations now operating with- 
in the old city limits. Lust year the 
Chicago avenue water works pumped 


a daily average of 59,222,013 gallons, the 
West Side’ pumping works at Ashiand ave- 
nue and Twenty-second street 59,990,599, and 
the central pumping station, Harrison and 
Halsted streets, 15,912,242, making a total 
daily average of 135,134,854 gallons, 
The average daily consumption of the whole 
city in 1891 was 174,114,254 gallons. In New 


Vork City the daily average was 150,000,000. | 


The Chicago avenue works pumped over 32 
per cent of this supply, the West Side’ 
over 34 per cent, the Sixty-eighth street works 
18 per cent, the ‘central’ station 9 per cent, 
the Lake View works over 5 pér cent, and the 
Washington Heights works (artesian well) 
two-tentins of 1 per cent. 

“The amount of water furnished from the 
Sixty-eighth street puinpmg works will not be 
invreased, but its quality will be improved. by 
moving the intake further out into the lake. 

„Of course the head is much less at places 
80 remote from pumping stations as the dis- 
trict a of Cottage Grove avenue between 
Thirty-fifth and Forty-fifth streets. Enough 
water is sent through the mains probably to 
supply this neighburhoed if it was not wasted 
by people so fortunate as to be nearer the 
pumpmg stations. The people will waste 
water and it would take a thousand inspectors 
to prevent such waste.

A BIT OF HISTORY OF THE WAR. 


Lieutenant Rumsey's Lucky Shot at Fort 
Fisher. 

To the Editor of the New York Times: To the 
surviving soldiers and sailors who took part 
in the reduction of Fort Fisher in January, 
1865, it will be particularly interesting to read, 
perhaps for the first time, that a lucky shot 
from the then famous ironclad New Ironsides 
turred the tide of battle in favor of the 
Northern forges and shortened the time of 
the capitulation of the fort by at least one 
any if not more, ae 

To the late Henry B. Rumsey, then a naval 
Lieutenant of Fort Wayne, Ind., belongs the 
honor of giving the order which landed an 
eleven-inch shell in the center of the traverse 
occupied by the Confederates, scattering and 
demoralizing them so that our troups rushed 
in and took possession of the hotly contested 
point, which about au hour and a half of 
stubLorn hand to hand fighting had failed to 
give us. : ö 

The circumstances were these: Our troops 
had reached, I think, the fifth traverse, where 
the rebels had made a determined stand, and 
it seemed impossivle to dislodge them. Com- 
modore Radford remarked that if they could 
hold their position a little longer it would be 
dark and he was afraid our trocps would be 
obliged to “‘retire.’’ <The Ironsides was or- 
dered by Admiral Porter to keep up a slow 

the enemy as much 
as possible during the land assault, the re- 
mainder of the feet keeping silent. Admira! 
Porter, with his flagship Malvern, was on our 
port quarter watchimg our firing. Seeing 
where our shells were falling, he telegraphed 
and asked Gen. Terry If, ur firing was not 


reply came, “‘ No! It is splendid. Keep it 
up.

Lieut. Rumsey, who was in charge of the 

Second Division (Nos. d and 4 guns), came to 
our executive officer, Lieutenant-Commander 
Robert L. Phythian (now Captain), and asked 
him if he (Rumsey) could not direct King, 
captain No.3 gun, to put a shell into the 
traverse the rebels were holding 80 desper- 
ately. Kg was an excellent marksman, 
hence his request. 
answer, as our Commodore | beckoned him 
away, and Rumsey returned to his division 
and ordered King to put a shell into 
the traverse. Overhearing the conversation, 
I watched from No, 7 port and saw the shell 
from No. 3 gun explode in the very center of 
the traverse with the tremendous effect before 
related. Our troops then steadily advanced 
and gained possession Of the fort late that 
evening. 
When we were celebrating the victory in 
the ward-room Lieut. Rumsey was often 
congratulated for his lucky shot, and when 
next day all hands were mustered to hear 
Admiral Porter’s eulogistic letter read by our 
Commodore in behalf of himself, his officers 
and crew for the prominent part taken I 
thought if Admiral Porter had only known 
the important part played by Licut. Rumsey 
he would have had special mention. Of 
course the chances were one out of 100 that it 
would not have demoralized our own troops. 
Still, in this instance it won, and it is hard to 
estimate the result of suspending operations 
over night. Lieut. Runisey’s iucky shot-prob- 
ably saved many lives by reducing the time 
of the eunflict. : 

The downfall of this last stronghold was 

most disheaftening to our erting brothers, 
and hastened the day when they were all 
gathered onte more into the happy household 
of Uncle Sam. 
The crowning act of Lieut. Rumsey’s hero- 
ism occurred a few years ago. After safely 
getting out of a burning hotel in the northern 
part cf this State he gallantly went back 
through the fire and smoke in answer to the 
cry of a child, which he saved, but dt the cost 
of his own life.

THE SILVER CONFERENCE. 

It is reported from Washington that Presi- 
dent Harrison has practically completed ar- 
rangements looking to an international mone- 
tary conference to be held early in the com-' 
ing summer, that invitations have been issued 
to foreign governments to participate therein, 
and that England has already signified its 
willingness to join. It is also reported that 
the leading advocates of free silver coinage 
speak sneeringly of the movement, Some of 
them affect to regard it as a mere élection>er- 
ing device devoid of any honest effort to fully 
remonetize silver, and others say it negatives 
the idea that the result of such a conference 
would be a restoration of silver to its place as 
a money metal. 

This attitude of the free silver men is just 
what might have been expected. They enlist- 
ed in a campaign the express object of which 
was a big debasement of the currency by 
making the silver dollar of the sixteen to one 
ratio of weight the unit of value, well know- 
ing that success would mean the driving out 
of gold from circulation. They must have 
been aware at the outset, or if not they cer- 
tainly know now, that there is not a remote 
chance of the two metals being made to cir- 
culate side by side on the old basis, that such 
a double use of the metals for money can 
only be brought about by a reconstruction of 
the ratio, and that an international money 
conference would furnish demonstration that 
in the opinion of the great majority of men 
in the financial world the plan talked of by 
Stewart, Teller, and others is impracticable. 
Seeing that such a conference would expose 
to their constituents the utter hollowness of 
their pretensions and show them to be either 
designing frauds or grossly ignorant of the 
first principles of political economy, these 
apostles of free silver affect to ridicule the 
idea of the conference ard misrepresent the 
motives of the men who have proposed it. 

These fellows are pretending to find fhult 
because the proposition is to consider means 
to secure the enlarged use of silver as money, 
and not the best means of securing the free 
coinage of silver. This objection is in itself 
sufficient to expose the wicked. dishonesty of 
their professions to want bimetallism. It 
proves that what they want is monometallism, 
the one metal used being silver. An enlarged 
use ofsilver as money up to the point of 
practicability in bimetallism, this to be 
avhieved by the adoption ofa ratio of value 
which in the opinion of experts of all nations 
will be fair and possible to maintain, is what 
is really proposed for consideration by the 
conference. If these silver men were fair⸗ 
minded and wished to work for the best in- 
terests of the people they would at oncp see 
that this is the true basis of agreement on 
which the members of such a conference 
should come together, and that anything else 
would probably result in failure. ‘Shey can- 
not but know that in the absence of ajyree- 
ment on a basis believed to be practicable the 
free coinage of silver would result in the es- 
tablishment of acommercial ratio of nearer 
twenty-five than sixteen to one, and that no 
matter how a given quantity of silver might 
be labeled and designated by our government 
its value as a purchasing agent could be no 
more than its bullion value. 

It now seems probable that the Govern- 
ments of Great Britain, Germany, France, 
Italy, and Austria have signified their willing. 
ness to be represented at such a conference 
called by the United States. They should not 
be discouraged by reports of pig-headed oppo- 
sition to the movement by Americans who 
unfurtunately for the country, have attained 
to prominence as representing the people,“ 
when they do nothing of the sort on the silver 
question. They actively represent but about 
1 per cent of the people, that being the pop- 
ulation of the silver States, and have a half- 
hearted ignorant indorsement from a few in 
other parts of the Union who have been mis- 
led into thinking a cheap dollar as the unit of 
value might be a good thing to have.“ The 


great heart of the people does not desire other 


than honest money, and the politicians at 
Washington do not tell the trutn when they 
claim the contrary. The prospect that the 
proposed conference will be a success, not 
only in paving the way for an enlarged use of 
silver as money, but in exposing the sophistry 
of their position, is the great reason why these 
free silver advocates are opposed to it. They 
have sense enough to see it would be the 
means of relegating them to well merited 
obscurity as men who have tried to greatly 
injure the people by pretending to be their 
friends.

They have lost their strongest 
friend, aud 1¢ will not be surprising if they 
are plunged into almost blank hopelessness 
when they learn of this cruel order of the 
Czar thas consigns to silence and idleness the 
man who alone and single-handed has done 
more for them than the government and all 
its agencies. However much we may criticise 
Count Tolstoj’s theories of social reform no 
one can doubt his earnestness and honesty of 
purpose, his kind heart and wonderful chari- 
ty, and his great love for the poor and op- 
pressed. He has put his theories into practice 
with more of self-sacrifice and enthusiasm 
than any other man of his time. He has 
sacrificed everything which other men deem 
precious, his rank, his fame, his money, even 
his ordinary comforts, to save the starving 
poor, and he has been punished for feeding 
them and speaking the truth. Au additional 
sorrow has crushed him in the death of his 
noble wife, who had been his partner and ad- 
viser in his beneficent work. The sympathies of 
ali good and merciful men will go out to him 
in his sorrow and to the victims of famine 
who are deprived of his kind offices, It is not 
an encouraging spectacle to the humane peo- 
ple of this ¢ountry who have been sending 
ship loads of food to Russia to witness the im- 
prisonment of such a man for exercising the 
same humanity and explaining the reasons 
which have made it meceesaty. 

THE INDIANA DEMOCRATS by TRE SIL- 

VER QUESTION, 

One of the most important acts of the In- 
diana Democratic convention, which met at 
Indianapolis Thursday, was the decided snub- 
bing it gave the free silverites, led by that 
blatant charlatan, Dan Voorhees. The plat- 
form says: 

We believe that there should be kept in constant 
circulation a full and sufficient volume of money 
consisting of gold, silver, and legal-tender paper 
currency at par with each other. 

This is a condemnation of the 66-cent dollar 
scheme to debase the currency of the Ameri- 
can people for the purpose of cheating all 
creditors out of a third of their honest dues, 
for it is a demand that silver money shall be 
kept at par with gold, which can be done only 
by putting a dollar's worth of silver into the 
silver dollar or by requiring that a dollar’s 
worth of debt be paid with a gold dollar’s 
worth of silver. : 

This action of the convention, which 
was taken in order to prevent a bolt 
oft the German Democrats and a re- 
volt of Democratic creditors, was sig- 
nificantly emphasized, by the indorsement 
of the pronounced “gold bug Cleve- 
land for President, whom the delegates are 
instructed to support until the convention de- 
cides that his nomination is inexpedient. The 
gold character of this indorsement is intensi- 
fied by the fact, which is on record, that 
Cleveland, when President, indorsed the views 
of his favorite Secretary of the Treasury, Mr. 
Manning, who said in his report of Decein- 
ber, 1886: 

To stop the . of silver is our only choice, 
our duty, and our interest. . Stopping the 
purchase and boiuage of silver is the first step 
and the best which the United States can take. 
Ik to manufacture and store or distribute 
coin of a depreciated metal could stop its depre- 
ciation then the Treasury trouble would Have some 
offset. But it does the reverse. I there 
fore respectfully recommend: Repeal of the 
clause in the act of Feb. 28. 178, making com- 
pulsory Treasury purchases of silver; repeal of the 
act of May 31, 178. making compulsory post-re- 
demption issues 4nd reissues of tne United States 
leg il-tender notes, thus facilitating the gradual 
purchase and payment of $346,681,016 outstanding 
promissory notes of the United States [the legal- 
tender greenbacks ]. 


How do the Southern and Western Bland 
‘bill Demoerats like this slap in the face they 
have received from their brethren of the 
Hoosier State in the indorsement of a man 
who is against silver and for retiring the 
greenbacks? They will receive no assistance 
from Indiana in carrying out their free silver 
schemes. They may attempt to derive some 
consolation from the fact that the conven- 
tion declared its unalterable confidence, in the 
ex-Repubhean and alleged Colonel, Ishac P. 
Gray, and made him the residyary legatee of 
the votes of the delegates, if the National con- 
vention deemed it inexpedient to nominate 
Cleveland.

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SUGAR PRODUCTION. 

Statistics collected by the American Agri- 
culturist show that for the year ending with 
June, 1890, the total production of sugat in the 
world was 11,556,000,000 pounds. Of this ag- 
gregate the European beet contributed 7, 100. 
000,000, leaving 4,456,000,000, or 3814 per cent, 
to be credited to the tropical cane. Of the 
latter 1,340,000,000 pounds came from the 
Spanish West Indies, 786,000,000 from tne 
other West India Islands and Guiana, 360,000,- 
000 from Brazil and Peru, 250,000,000 from 
Lquisiana, 240,000,000 from Hawaii, and 1, 480, 
000,000 from the East Indies and Africa. 
It is wel] known that the West Indies are the 
chief purveyors'to tne American markét and 
that thd bulk of their producttannot be sold 
elsewhere, the beet sugar having supplanted 
it among European consumers. Of the sugar 
importqd by the United States in the year 
nained gome 43 per cent came from Cuba and 
Puerto Rico, 13 from the British West Indies, 


4 from) Brazil and other countries on the 


American continent, 11 from Hawaii, and 11 
from the East Indies, the remaining 18 per 
cent being referred to importations of beet 
sugar from Europe, 

In 1891 the people of the United States con- 
sumed 1 885,994 tons of sugar, being 363.263 
more tan Au. ‘the preceding year. Uf this 
quantity only about 250,000 tons were of do- 
mestic growth, the bounties offered by the 
government not having largely stimulated the 
production of beet sugar with us thus far. It 
is rather strange that the beet sugar industries 


| have not develéped thore rapidly in this coun- 
try under a high protection on sugar for many 


years, when our farmers and capitalists have

tion the important fact that the United States 
alone is the great and reliable consumer of 
cane sugar. Heuce the States producing it 
can well afford to accept and concede the 
United States reciprocity advantages and 
equivalents for offering its enormous market 
to their saccharine product. They now need 
those arrangements more than ever be- 
fore as the caue sugar industry has recently 
declined everywhere outside of the West 
Indies under the pressure ef low prices, and 
even the West India planters have been forced 
to reduce greatly the cost of manufacture, to 
introduce improved mechanical processes, 
and to abandon some estates which are so far 
from ports of shipment as to involve high 
rates of transportation. 

FIRE INSURANCE REFORM. 

The publication of statistics of fire losses in 
the United States for last year has awakened 
the insuring companies to the absolute ne- 
cessity of reforming the business. Under 
present conditions it isa losing one and may 
be said to be in a demoralized state. There 
is aloud cry for a change. Associations of 
underwriters have addressed a memorial to 
the President of the United States, pointing 
out the need for State or national legislation 
on the subject, and officers of the companies 
are now discussing the possibility of a read- 
justment which will give them a reesonable 
chance of a fair profit on the business, Ap- 
parently the general idea among them is that 
the evils which now mark the woful lack of 
system in rate making are to be removed, or 
minimized, by a more thorough association of 
the com panies, 

The fact is they are themselves between 
two fires.”’ On the one hand are low rates in- 
duced by intense competition, with inequali- 
ties arising out of the want of some general 
standard in regard to the different kinds of 
risk. On the other is the gigantic evil of over- 
insurance, which vastly increases the amount 
of losses the companies are called upon to 
pay. This is in large part a cousequence of 
the first; but it is by far the greater mischief 
of the two. One company accepts a rate that 
is confessedly tao low, and then strives to 
effect a partial compensation by insuring the 
property for a greater number of dollars than 
it is actually worth, This may be an extreme 
case, but instances are numerous in which 
property is insured to its full value 
at the time of taking out the policy. 
Then, a shrinkage in value, either by deteri- 
oration in quality or a decline in the market 
(lower rents in the case of real estate) makes 
it to the interest of the owner that the 
goods or buildings shall burn. He will save 


money by selling:to the insurance company. 


If he be sufficiently a rascal he takes measures 
to effect such a transfer of ownership. But 
many thousands who are not wicked enough 
for that will become criminally careless when 
it is no longer to their interest to prevent the 
outbreak of tire, They omit proper safe- 


guards, and their conduct in this particular | 


soon becomes a signal to those around them 
to the effect that they need not be overpar- 
ticular. The disastrous consequences of this 
relaxation of caution have been told many a 


time in the report of big sums paid out to | 


eover losses that might easily have been 
avoided, ) 
There can te no doubt that the unnecessary 
loss thus entailed upon the companies far ex- 
ceeds the extra premiums they receive for 
overinsurance. It so much increases the risk 
on the price of the policy that it is probable 
they could afford to do business at present 
rates if this mischievous element were elimi- 
nated. The companies owe it to themselves 


as well as to the public to effect a reform in 


this particular, and here comes in the strong 
argument for the close associamon of interests 
which would permit each to let the others 
know fully and freely what it had done. They 
are at the mercy of designing rascals if an in- 
surer is able to take out policies in different 
companies to an aggregate exceeding the 
safety limit, though the single amounts are 
relatively small, 

As an evil the consequences of which are far 
worse than those of ali others combined the 
overinsurance of fire risks should be dealt 
with as promptly as possible. With this ac- 
tion may well go an effort to revise the meth- 
ods of rating, perhaps in the line of the pro- 
posed mercantile schedule, which, it is 
said, “exhibits a vast amount of intelligent 
work,“ aud promises to be highly useful if 
applied systematically to the entire mercan- 
tile business of the country. The present 
plan is universally conceded to be so faulty 
that it could not be displaced by one much 
worse either for the business of insuring or 
for that portion of the public which wants effi- 
cient protection from loss and is willing to 
pay reasonably for it. 


VERSUS THOMAS JEF-

Last year Tue Tripune had occasion to call 
attention to the fact that that portion of the 
Declaration of Independence which speaks of 
all men being crdated equal and endowed 
with certain inalienable rights, that goveru- 
ments derived their just powers from the con- 
sent of the governed, etc., was & paraphrase 
of the Bill of Rights of the V'rginia Constitu- 
tion of 1776 which was drafted by George 
Mason. Thereupon there was an explosion of 
wrath on the part of the Jeffersonians, who 
charged that this was an attempt to rob their 
patron saint of some of his glory. 

As this paper had much presumptive. but 
no positive evidence, it abstained from going 
iuto an argument on the question. It is in- 
duced to return to it now by reason of the 
publication of a life of George Mason by 
one of his descendants, which gives absolute 
proof of the correctness of the statements of 
Tue Trisune, and which shows also just what 
part Mr. Jefferson had in the préparation of 
the Virginia Constitution. When! Mr. Jeffer- 
son wrote, late in life, that he had sent to the 
convention asketch of a constitution, with a 
His 
preamble was adopted. It was a recapitula- 
tion of the charges of the Vinginians against 
King George. The same matter, somewhat

expanded, but often using the exact words, 


was employed by him in the Declaration of 
Independence. It will be remembered that 
in his original dratt of the Declaration there 
was a clause attacking the King on account of 
his allowing the slave trade to be carried on, 
which was left out lest the sensibilities of

Meanwhile we have for considera- 
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amble to the Virginia Constitution the 


King is charge with having endeavored to in- 
cite insurrection “among those very negroes 
whom by an inhuman use of his negative he 
hath refused us permission to exclude by law.” 

But the Bill of Rights with its remarkable 
phrases which have left so ineffaceable au im- 
print on the constitutions of the different 
States, was the work of George Mason. In 
order to satisfy the i acredulous, his biographer 
gives 4 fac-simile of the original draft of that 
document in Mason’s handwriting, thus con- 
firming, if it were necessary, Mason’s own ex- 
plicit statement in 1778 to his cousin, Col. 
Mercer, that he was the author; The first 
draft was but slightly altered by the conven- 
tion. “All men are created equally free and 
independent was changed to “all men are 
by Nature equally free ‘ana ‘independen t,’ 
and “ail power is by God and Nature vested 
in and consequently derived from the people * 
was changed to all power is vested in and 
consequently derived from the people.“ 

There is also printed in this life of Mason a 
copy ofa paper drawn up by him for a mili- 
tary company organized in, Fairfax County 
in 1775, in which occur many of the ideas set 
forth a year later in the Bill of Rights. Mr. 
Mason told this military company that “ all 
men are by nature born equally free and in- 
dependent.” It will hardly be claimed that 
Mr. Jefferson wrote this paper. 

In view of the evidence which has at last 
been given to the public it is nat likely that

George Mason of the credit of having laid 
down as the basis of free government four- 
teen great principles,- which .were engrafted 
in the ameudments to the Federal Cunstitu- 
tion, and which State after State — made a 
part of its fundamental law.

WAR IN SAN BLAS IMMINENT. 


Spanish Negroes Invade the Territory of 
the Cuns Indians and They Will Fight. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. i 

Panama, April 24,—War is imminent be- 
tween the Cuna Indians in San Blas Territory 
and Spanish negroes from Carthagena, who 
invaded the district, appropriated rubber, 
ivory, nuts, and other produce, and settled 
at the Village of Acandi, driving out the 
Indians. Cacique Sasardi, Juan Aquina, and 
three other prominent chiefs went to Bogota 
to complain of the outrage. They were weil 
received and sent on to Panama, «where they 
were told that they would be given a military 

orce to clear out the intruders. 

A military chief here says, however, that he 
cannot spare the troops necessary and the Ih- 
dians complain that otherwise they have been 
coolly treated. They say itis likely that on 
their return to San Blas the tribes will 
take the law into their own bands, as in the 
olden times, and declare war against their 
oppressors. It was with difficuity that the 
Chiefs resirained the Indians until the mission 
to Bogota had been uudertaken. If they re- 
turn without practical satisfaction they feel 
assured that they will not be able to persuade 
the Indians to keep the peace a day longer. 
he origin of the trouble is the decree of 
the government, forbidding direct trade be- 
tween San Blas and the United States. 


Under it all vessels must first go to Cartha- 


gena, and, of,; course, they prefer get- 
ting their cargoes there and selling their 
imports to the middlemen. In this way a 
large number of the latter class have been 
created. The middlemen forcibly take prod- 
uce from Indians and charge high prices for 
American goods, of which they actually rob 
the Indians nt the outset. 

It is probable that troops will be sent from 
Cartagena, but Cacique Saradi expects ‘little 
permanent benefit to result unless the port is 
opened tò commerce as before. The Cuna In- 
dians have never been subdued, but voluntarily 
acknowledge Colombian rule. If they wish 
to be ugly they can give a great deal of 
trouble to the authorities, but where Colom- 
bia has the advantage over them is its ability 
to close the port with a gunboat, as in the case 
of the Ainerican schooner Whitney.

He Explains the Terms of the Bill—Strong 
' Reasons Why the Government Should 


Continae as a Partner in th ’ Exposition 


— Dockery’s Committee Must Report Pr 
fore Action Is Taken by the House 
Connecticut Commissioners Making 
Preparations for Their Exhibit. 


Wasnineton, D. C., April 24.—Lyman J. 
Gage, in an interview today, referred to the 
confusion in the minds of the public as to the 
real substance of the Derborow bill making 
additional appropriations fot the World's 
Fair and the proposed amendment thereto. 
The bill before the committee, Mr. Gage says, 
proposes that, the government shall advance 
$5,000,000 for the work of completing the Ex- 
position in all its departments, reimburse- 
ments to be made out of the net 
availables of the Columbian Exposition 
company in the same proportion and 
at the same time or times as reimburse- 
ents are made to the City of Chicago on its 
appropriation of $5,000,000 already made; that 
18 to say, if the City of Chicago realizes back 
into its Treasury $2,500,000 or $5,000,000, to the 
same extent will the, government be reim- 
bursed. The suggested amendment proposes 
in place of the above that the government 
shall appropriate 8.000, 000 to be loaned to 
the Exposition company, repayment to be 
provided for out of the net amount re- 
ceived into the treasury of the company 
after its outstanding bonds, if any, 
but not more than $3,000,000, shall be paid, 
and before any reimbursement is made to the 
City of Chicago of distribution upon the 
stocks of the company. ‘“‘As we view it,” 
continued Mr. Gage, the first proposition is 
in harmony with ae of Congress passed 
April 25, 1890, under the authority of which 
the. whole movement is darried on. The 
conditions required by the act, he said further, 
have been complied with, and the further fact 
now appears that $7,000,000 or $8,000,000 will 
be required to worthily complete the great 
undertaking. 

Whose business 18 it to furnish it?“ he 
asked. Nobody has agreed to do it. Upon 
whom does the burden of. responsibility rest? 
The vill before the committee proposes that 
the government shall do this upon an equita. 
ble basis of reimbursement. If adopted, it 
continues the government as the soverefgn of 
his Exposition and ‘the Exposition company 
as a coOperative agept or servant. The alter. 
native idea does violen¢ge, we think, to this 
theory of relationship, and by implication, if 
not by direct expression passes over to the 
State corporation the responsibility which 
should rest with no one but the government 
itself. If the corporation borrows the money 
there is no difference in principle in borrow- 
ing it from the government or from anybody 
else. It is a bgrrower pure and simple, occu- 
pying the independent position which must in 
the nature of things exist ‘between a torrower 
and a lender, and in that relationship the bor. 
rower and lender are equal before the law. 

We believe. also that fair equity demands 
the adoption of the bill proposed by us. Hav- 
ing invested $10,000,000 we have not the power 
under the act of Congress to allot one foot of 
space on any of the buildings we have created. 
We are not allowed to have even intercourse 
with any of the exhibiters. These powers 
the government's com- 
mission. Upon the intelligence and zeal 
of this body, of which we have no control, 
the success of the undertaking as it may con- 
cern the honor and credit of our people, and 
the financial interest of the $10,000,000 con- 
tributed by us, largely depends. 

Again, the act of, Congress has been trans- 
lated into every written language. The pow- 
ers accepting the mvitations carefully studied 
this act and have accepted upon the theory 
that government responsibility was behind it. 
We fear that a loan from the government 


-upon the terms which ordinarily exist between 


the two, borrower and: lender, would be mis- 
understood and lead to confusion. 


CONNECTICUT COM: ISSIONERS HERE. 


They Propose to Erect a Building in 


Colonial Style—Have Raised $50,000, 
David M. Reade, John E. Earle, Charles M. 
Davis, and George H. Woods, a committee of 
the Connecticut State Board of Commission- 
ers of the World’s Fair, are in the city to 


, make arrangements for the Connecticut State 


Building. Mr. Reade is Chairman of the com- 
mittee and Mr. Earle is Treasurer. Warren 
R. Briggs, a prominent architect of Bridge- 
port, Conn., and Treasurer:of the Architect- 
ural League of New York, is with the com- 
mittee and has prepared plans for the build- 
ing. The committee will hold a conference 
with Chief of Construction Burnham this 
morning and Jackson Park will be visited 
later in the day. 

Mr. Reade, President of the Connecticut 
Senate and First Vice-President of the State 
Commission, said to a reporter for Taz Tris- 
ee . ae 

„We arrived this morning and were intend- 
ing to go down to the World’s Fair today, but 
it was so cold we decided. not to. We have 
plans made for a building to cost $15,000, Our 
idea was to model it after the old colonial 
architecture of our State. Suggestions have 
been taken from old buildings in Hartford, 
New Haiven, and Bridg¢port. However, we 
must look the ground over before we can tell 
whether bur plans are going to be suitable. 
We have power to chahge the plans made 
by the architect as we deem best. 
The specifications call for wood, and that ma- 
terial will be necessary for the carrying out of 
our colonial plans. it is probable that the 
foundation will be built of Connecticut free- 
stone, sometimes cal'ed brown stone. Bids 
will be asked for here and in our own State. 

While in Chicago we also intend'tu make 
arrangements for our exhibit. It will be cal 
culated to do credit to our State. The largest 
part of the exhibit will be manufactures, Our 
blooded stock exhibit will be another 
feature. Art and education will receive 
considerable attention. - Our State has been a 
trifle dilatory in making arrangements, owing 
to a political tie-up in the two Houses. Feb. 
22 a.meeting of the people was held in the 
Senate Chamber with Gov. Waller in the 
chair, and $50,000 was subscribed in thirty 
minutes. It could have ‘been $100,000 as 
easily, had we thought fhat amount necessary. 
It is a people's movement, but the Legislature 
will be expected to pay the money back. 
Connecticut people are enthusiastic over the 
Fair. As First Vice-President of the State 
Commission I have numerous inquiries about 
it every day.”’

PROPHYLACTIC INFLUENCE OF TOBACCO, 


The Smoke Said to Destroy the Germs of 
| Cholera and Rheuuiatism. 
London Lancet: Dr. V. Tassinari of the In- 


stitute of Experimental Hygiene attached to 


the University of Rome has been attempting 
to demonstrate the prophylactic advantages of 
tobacco-smoking. He recalls the fact that in 
the eighteenth century, and even in the sev: 
enteenth, a certain number of medical men 


Willis, Dimerbrock, and others ad- 
vised their friends to smoke in times 
‘of epidemic. At Strassburg, in 1842, 
Ruef called attention to the fact the 
Workers at the tobacco manufactory were 


exempt from almost all the prevailing epi- 
demics. Pécholier, in the Revue d Hygiene 
(1883, p. 523), proclaimed the same opinion, 
and Dr. alter Cock of Texas was rash 
enough to recommend, in 1889, the use of 
. fAinst phthisis, An 
American dentist—Dr. Miller of New York— 
made experiments in 1884 with the smoke of 
tobacco on the micro-germs of dental caries, 
and declared that the results were satisfactory 
and conclusive. 

Dr. Vassili of Naples employed in 1888 a 
small balloon, which he lined A. * with 
a layer of gelatine contain cholera bacilli. 
He found that by drawing t any — this bal- 
loon the smoke of from one to four cigars— 


the number of cigars required depending on 


their strength in nicotine—the gelatine was 
completely sterilized. Dr. V. Tassinari has 
now repeated these various experiments, and 


maintains that the smoke of tobacco either en- 


tirely destroys or in any case retards the de- 


velopment of the bacillus of cholera, of 
anthrax, and of pneumonia, Dr. Tassinari 
published twenty-one charts indicating 
the action of tobacco on various known mi- 

rding to the nature of the 
tobacco and the amount consumed. The 
latter varied from one to six grammes, 
smoked in from ten to thirty minutes. The 
bacilli of Asiatic cholera and those of Fried- 
lander (pneumonia) were always completely 
destroyed, no matter what sort of tobacco 
was used. The bacillus of anthrax resisted 
better, and that of typhoid was hardly affected 
by thesmoke. Asa practical result of these 
experiments, Dr. ‘Tassinari insists on the 
utility of smoking as a means of preventing 
the decay of teeth. He seeins to imagine that 
women suffer more from dental caries than 
men, and attributes this difference to tne fact 
that but few women smoke. 


It must be tonfessed that these experiments. 


are not conclusive. There is a great, difference 
between the sterilizing of microbes in nutri- 
tive gelatine and in the human being. No 
one doubts the antiseptic qualities of nicotine. 
Sulphuric acid is also an antiseptic, but it 
stili remains to be proved that London fogs 
and London smoke save the metropolis from 
zymotic disease. 


ASTRONOMY AMONG THE JAPANESE. | 


Their Queer Day and the Extraordinary 
Clock That Measured Ili. 

Jewelers’ Review; Long before Japan was 
open to foreigners did the Japanese possess 
eminent astronomical knowledge and a Zodiac 
of their own. Their year began with our Ist 
of February, and had twelve months. The day 
was divided in different manners; the mili- 
tary counted, like our sailors, by watches; 
the priests by “* divisions,”’ — * were marked 
Hy the striking of very large bells suspended in 
their high temples, a custom which is still in 
vogue; ad, finall) „ the lay element, the 
population, reckoned by ‘‘bours,’’ They be- 
gan the day, which was divided into twelve 
hours, at sunrise, and ended it after sunset. 
Since the length of the day is a constantly 
varying one, each month was, for simplifica- 
tion, calculated into a mean length and this 
length of day established for the whole month. 
The Japanese evinced a high degree of science 
by these calculations. Their clocks were of 
two kinds: the so-called “long clock.’’ with 
hand fastened to the descending weight, and 
marking time upon an upright dial, and the 
round clock, with movable dial and fixed 
hand, or fixed dial and movable hand. To 
reguiate the division of hours for 
the varying length of the different 
months many very ingenious con- 
trivances and constructions were used. 
The matter was comparatively easy with the 
long clock. Six dials, shortened according to 
the falling height of the weight on hand, were 
each divided into two parts, corresponding to 
the length of day and night; each of these 
parts into twelve subdivisions, the hours. 
Only six such dials were necessary, since, by 
reversion, a dial used for a summer month 
could be used for the oppogite winter month. 
At the beginning of every month the cor. 
responding dial was inserted under the hand 
connected with the falling weight and re- 
placed by the next following atthe end. The 
greatest length of the day was fifteen and 
the shortest nine of our hours, 
and, owing to the contracted spaced 
of the falling weight, it had to be wound 
every perning. To use the clock during the 
night tthe, the dial was reversed, and the 
weight wound up. It is singular that the 
Japanese, m spite of this clock furnished with 


rachet wheel, penduluin, and weights, did not 


employ the bring as notte power, but 
simply usea u for strikiüg on clock bells. The 
round clocks were provided with weights 
working upon levers, for retaining different 
length of days. It is said that these construc- 
tions were very excellent, and very reliable 
clocks were produced therewith. |

The 
farms are very small, the average being from 
one to three acres. A ten-acre plot is con- 
sidered a large farm. Farming is not regard- 
ed by the Japanese in the light of a science, 
but as an art whose scope was measured and 
whose limitations were coceded long ago. 
The methods of cultivation, the succession of 
crops, and even the kind of machinery used 
are the samne as they were 2,000 years ago. Yet 
no aountry in tne world produces so much 
tacre as Japan. The limit of cultivation 
was re thed long ago, but by 4 judicious use 
of fertilizers and a skill in farmimg almost in- 
genious the same average yield is obtainabie 
year after year. 1 
The land is well suited to irrigation, and the 
water is abundant. Most of the land is made 
up of plains, whose surface is well drained. 


In April the crops are in a flourishing condi- 


tion, and wheat, barley, rape, and corn form 
the principal part. All 17 planted 
with mathematical precision. Even the ears 
of corn appear in line as they come out. The 


\cereals are planted in single or double rows, 


and whichever way they are planted grow in 
clusters of several stems, each cluster being 
exactly in line. Seed is too valuable to waste 
and only rice is scattered broadéast. Four or 
five acres of corn are planted together, upon 
ridges equal distances apart and generally in 
rows. “the intervening space is utilized for 
growing beans, without injurz to the other 
cr ps. 

Tend is so valuable that no space is allowed 
for grass plots. Now arte to be seen in 
any of the cultivated plots. Every inch of 
ground is put to the most profitable use. A 
few narrow paths are made iv the fields where 
necessary, but there are no roads; ana no room 
for * ed vehicles or machines. The work 
of cultivation is done by hand. and the tools 
are models of simplicity. The tool used for 
cutting barley or wheat consists of a sharp 
blade, placed at right angles to the shaft ing. 
which is about two feet long. The coru is cut 
very carefully, so that the ag joining plants are 
not injured. There is no- min the fields 
for drying sheaves, for the ground must be 
used immediately after harvest for other 
crops. 

The corn sheaves are tied up in bunches and 
securely fastened to houses, fences, and trees, 
Ide ears are always placed downward, so that 
the rain may run off. During the harvest sea- 
son the eaves and verandas of every village 


| house are stacked about with neat bundles of 


grain that will be beaten out as soon as dry. 
In July the fields are,made ready for the rice, 
after being properly banked up and irrigated. 
Rice is a ‘staple, but is regarded as a iuxury 
among the farmers, being used only on holi- 
days or in a case of illness. | 


CRAPES AND CREPONS. 


How the Wrinkled Fabrics Are Woven— 
The Oriental Crapes. 

New York Sun: Crapeisatfabric of silk, 
cotton, or wool, with a wrinkled surface. 
Crépon is the French name for athick crape, 
but this season it is any fabrie with an un- 
even surface suggestive of ¢crape, whether 
woven like a crape or in plaits thrown up by 
dropping certain weft threads on the under 
side at definite intervals, after the Jacquard 
manner, and tightening theni by twisting. 

The wrinkle of crape is produced by making 
the weft, and sometimes the warp also, of 
twisted threads, every alternate group of 
threads being twisted in the reyerse direction. 
The threads so arranged are lopse, that is, 
with space between them, and when the fabric 
is completed they untwist, each in its own 
direction, which gives a surface of uniform 
irregularity. Twisting warp and weft makes 
the most perfect crape. If the weft only 
be twisted and the warp! straight the 
weft threaas will push up and down the warp, 
making ‘a less durable fabric. When the 
twist is in the weft only there is elasticity 
across the goods, and when twisted both ways 
it is elastic both ways. f 

The result of this weaving is a surface of 
broken lights and shadows: a surface that re 
flects less light than if smooth, and absorbs 
much. Such a surface permits color, to be 
seen to advantage, and crapes are especially 
beautiful in rich colors suited to them, as 
vivid red. ) 

Oriental crapes, the most beautiful in the 
world, are of silk, or of mixed silk and cotton. 
When of part cotton they are cheaper, but 
there is no vulgar attempt to conceal the cot- 
ton, but it is kept frankly on the surface, and 
its own good qualities are male to appear. 
Cotton hag less power of reflection than silk, 
anil, therefore, lends itself to increase the ab- 
sorption of light, which is an object in crape 
weave. Als, the crimped surface enhances 
the beauty of cotton thread. 1; 

The Japanese Yoboschi crape has the warp 
of, silk d the weft of cotton. Both are 
twisted. It is so sheer and soft that no one 
would dream it is not all silk, Japanese Kan- 
ka crape, with hair line of color, has straight 
warp of silk and twisted weft of cotton. It is 
semi-transparent, as if the warp were of spun 
French crape is twisted only in the 
weft, the weft threads being of silk and cot- 
ton, alternating regularly to produce a check- 
ered effect, : ) 

What is Known as mourning crape is not a 
erape weave. Its wrinkled surface is made 
by stiffenimg gauze and pressing it on a mat- 
rix.

The Largest “ Fiume.” 

The flume which conveys the water from the 
mountains to the reservoir at San Diego, Cal., is 
said, by these who know whereof they speak, to 
be the largest and longest thing of the kind in the 
world, It is thirty-five miles long and is composed 
almost wholly of redwood. In its course this mon- 
ster flume crosses 315 streams and cafions 
on trestles, the longest of which is 1.700 feet and 
feet high. In constructing this trestle 250,000 
feet of boards and timbers were used. It is known 
as the Los (cho trestle. The Sweetwater tres- 
tie, the second longest, is 1.200 feet long and 85 
feet high. The timbers used in them were put to- 
gether on the ground and raised to their present 
position by horse-power. 

Besides its many trestles this flume passes 
through eight tunnels, the longest df these being 
2,100 feet in length. The tunnels are edch 6x6 feet 
in size, with convexed roofs, 

Each mile pf the flame required un an average 
250,000 feet, of lamber and timbers of all kinds, 
that used in ¢onstructing the water-box itself be- 
* redwood two inches thick.

Secretary Elkins Desires Unity Between the 
Federal and State Troops 
WASHINGTON. D. C., April 24.—[Special. ]—

Commissioner Higinbotham Tells What Is 
ing Done in South America. 

Harlow D. Higinbotham, Special Com mis- 
sioner World’s Columbian Exposition to the 
Republics of Central and South America, to- 
turned to Chicago Saturday after an absence 
of over a year. Leaving here April 5, 11, he 
went to Spain, France, Morocco, and thence 
tothe Argentine Republic and Paraguay, Mr. 
Higinbotham says: } 

In Paraguay there was some delay in 
securing an interview with President Gon- 
galez on World's Fair matters. After it was 
over, however, he appointed a commission of 
twenty-four to make arrangements for the 
event. While no appropriation was made the 
commission has the assurance of the Congress’ 
support ip all that it may decide to do. 

The country will, doubtless, have a credit- 
able display, consisting of a great variety of 
hardwoods, yurba-matta, and other natural 
products. 

“The Argentine Republic appointed Max 
Lix-Klett and Sig. Victorica as ita Commis- 
sioners, and appropriated $100,000, which will 
amount to about $20,000 of our money. Chile 
offered its regrets at not being able to partici- 
pate for financial reasons. 

“Lieut. Safford has been highly successful in 
Peru in securing a valuable collection of 
paintings of nearly all the Indian tribes, 
together with their costumes and a general 
assortment of curios of great interest and 
value. He is now engaged in packing the 
Bishop of Pana:ra’s collection, and will soon 
return to Was n. George A. Dorsey, 
who is working under Prof. Putnam in Peru 
in the interests of the Chicago Museum, is do- 
ing excellent work. He has gotten together a 
large collection of curiosities. Capt. 
Harris has just discovered a bronze 
relic near Trujillo, which conclusively estab- 
lishes a proof that the Incas Indiaus offered 
up human sacrifices.”’ : 

Mr. Higinbotham has brought home a val- 
uable collection of pottery from Peru and 
other curiosities from various portions of 
South America.

Its subjett-material is 
in itself attractive, and the s«ill and taste with 
which it is utilized and developed compel in- 
stant recognition and admiration. There is 
in every measure revealed the confidence, the 
perfect poise, and selfcOmmand of 
the master—a master who writes 
not merely because he would demonstrate his 
skill in the technique of composition, but be- 
cause he has a musical message for the world. 
The symphony is the prodact of inspiration, 
and so chaste, so beautiful is the medium of 
its expression, that this inspiration reaches 
the auditor and exalts him.

| Cukveranp, O., April 24.— Special ]—The 
development of the various iron ranges of the 
‘Lake Superior region has been one of the 
most notable incidents of the last quarter of 
a century, contributing in no small degree to 
the ptogresa of the period, ana each new source 
of mineral wealth in that section makes the 
whole of more importance. The new Mesaba 
rang is an attractive topic to persons inter- 
ested in Lake Superior iron mining, as well as 
in an indirect way to all connected with the 
greatiiron and steel industries of the country. 
The extent and richness of the new deposits 
and whether or not they are brought into the 
mark¢t rapidly will prove potent factors both 
in the ore market and in a measure upon the 
price pf iron the country over. 

whole northeastern corner of Minne- 
sota is a great wilderness abounding in min- 
eral wealth, and the Vermillion and Mesaba 
ranges like parallel vertebre run through it 
from nearly east-northeast to west-south- 
west, The Mesaba crowns the watershed and 
at points rises to an elevation of 1,500 feet 
abovel Lake Superivr. Vermullion Lake, north 
of the|Mesaba, near which the richest depos- 
its of the Vermillion range vecur, finds its out- 
let northward to Hudson Bay, while the St. 
Louis River and other streams to the south 
fall into Lake Superior. | 

14 Big Field for Prospectors. 

In ſhe years since the Vermillion has be- 
come famous prospectors have been busy on 
the Mésaba, but the wildness of the country 
and the absence of railway’ facilities have 
prevented its development. For the seventy 
miles along which mines are now located 
but obe railroad touches the Mesaba, the 
Duluth and Iron Range. Without railroads in 
a brokpn country, largely covered with the 
scrubby forests of the Far North, in a latitude 
winter is a serious obstacle to explora- 
tion, if was out of the question to got in ma- 
chinery or open up any deposits. Early in 
1890, hbwever, the Mallman mine. four miles 
east ofithe Duluth and Iron Range road, on 
the Mepaba, began to be developed and At- 
tracted attention to the range.

Ihe prospective value of the capital 
stock ofall the companies chartered in the 
State of Minnesota as Mesaba mining enter- 
prises Guring the winter runs far into the mill- 
ions. Many of the companies now busy 
floating their stock have hardiy begun to de- 
velop their properties. Some of them were 
manifedtly organized to sell out rather than 
to mine ore, Others have placed their capi- 
tal stock at a figure out of all proportion to 
the probable value of the property controlled. 
In short, speculation has begun, and the bit- 
ter expdrience of many innocents who sunk 
— 2 the Gogebic range will doubtless 
find a phrallel in this Mesaba boom. This is 
so from the nature of mining enterprises. 
Hundreſis of pits were opened in the Gogebic, 
but only one Norrie property, producing 750,- 
O00 tone annually, was found. It is so in 
every case. Comparatively few properties de- 
veloped) in any mineral district prove really 
rich and win large returns. In the majority 
of cases the money spent goes into the 
experience fund of humanity.

Chicago, and 
Cleveland parties are interested in properties 
in the three townships about Merritt, upon 
most of which little development work has 
been done; Hight companies, taken at hap- 
hazard, asjorganized recently, have a total 
capitalization of $23,000,000. Many of them 
own no m@re than forty or eighty acres of 
land, with State leases at 25 cents a ton roy- 
alty on other land or leases from private par- 
ties at higher figures. Usually 20 to 50 per 
cent of thd stock is 3 in the treasury and 
the remaimper, fully paid and non-assessable, .

from the sale of treasury stack from time to 
time is usefl to develop the mine.

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CUTTING DOWN ITs FORCE OF MEN. 
The Latest Action of the Harney Peak Tin 
Compeny. | : 

Rar Crrx, S. D., April 24.--[Special. ]— 
The latest report from the mines of the Har- 
ney Peak Tin company at Hill City is that a 
large number of miners and other employés 
were laid off recently. There is no doubt of 
the fact, parties prominently identified with 
tne company having, admitted the correctness 
of the report. No reason is assigned for this 
large reduction in the working force, coming 
upon the eve of the proposed opening 
of the new tin mill. Of late there 
have been most favorable reports from 
the five mines of the company, which 
have recentiy been under active development. 
Large ore bodies have been found, it is said, 
and these carry a large per bent of cassi- 
terites. Itis possible that these discoveries 
are not in accord with the company’s appar- 
ent policy of producing no tin, and there are 
other circumstances which tend to confirm 
this supposition. The machmery of the new 
mill is said to be little better adapted to the 
reduction of tin stone than that of the Ella 
mill, which failed so conspicuously in 1886 and 
which stands idle today within sight of great 
bodies of valuable tin stone. The defect with 
the Ella mill was that it had no jigs with which 
to elimmate the mica which forms so great a 
part of the tin ore. ‘These machines could 
have been supplied at a cost of a few thousand 
dollars and a practical experiment made from 
one of the richest tin properties in the posses- 
sion of the company, but for some unacconnt- 
able reason this was not done and the mill, 
representing an investment of over $100,000, 
still stands impotent.

NEW YORK FEELING AND HARRISON, 


What a New York Newspaper Says of the 
Sentiment in Gotham. 

New York Sun: The ahnouncement from 
Philadelphia made in the Sun that there 
will be no reconciliation between Senator 
Quay and President Harrison, and as a result 
Mr. Harrison may eventually not be a candi- 
date for renomination,” made much talk 
among Republicans in New York State. It 
did more to develop the real relations between 
these Republicans and the President than any- 
thing for a long time past. It is said now on 
good authurity that at the Republican State 
convention at Albany April 28 the President’s 
Administration will be commended and that 
there is little doubt that ex-Senator Platt, 
Chauncey M. Depew, Warner Miller and Sen- 
ator Hiscock will be selected as the big four 
to go to Minneapolis. Whether they will 
all go is quite another question. The delega- 
tion to Minneapolis will not be instructed. 

The Sun’s dispatch from Philadelphia said 
that the President would decline a renomina- 
tion unless Senator Quay, Mr. Platt, Gen. 
James S. Clarkson, and the rest are solid for 
him. By the rest were meant Warner Mil- 
ler, Col. W. W. Dudley, Sam Fessenden of 
Connecticut, and others who took an impor- 
tant part in the Harrison battle of 1888. Con- 
cerning John Wanamaker’s efforts to reconcile 
Senator Quay with the administration it was 
asserted by high authorities that Mr. Wana- 
maker had been for some time negotiating 
with Mr. Quay, but that Mr. Quay would not 
be reconciled. The situation, therefore, was 
that Mr. Quay would without doubt attempt 
to control the Pennsylvania delegation against 
the President: Col. Dudley will do the same 
thing in Indiana; Gen. Clarkson will do his 
utmost to the same end in lowa. Herein New 
York Platt and Miller’s followers are without 
doubt strongly opposed to the President’s re- 
nomination. Mr. Miller himSelf is as yet tak- 
ing no part in the battle, but his friends have 
not yet recovered from their anger at the 
President for refusing to recognize their idol 
after he was beaten for Governor in 1888. 
Senator Hiscock is up to date a Harrison man, 
and Dr. Depew rather leans that way. Both 
Mr. Hiscock and Mr. Depew have a certain 
following, but it 1s not to be compared to the 
Republican armies which are behind Mr. Platt 
and Mr. Miller. 

The recent visits of Secretary Tracy, Secre- 
tary Foster, Secretary Elkins, and Postmas- 
ter-General Wanamaker to New York City had 
other purposes besides social engagements. 
Mr. Foster, it was said yesterday, asan old 
Ohio politician, was too wise to attempt to 
meddle withthe management of the Repub- 
lican party in New Lork State. Mr. Tracy has 
become entangled in a fierce battle im Brook- | 
lyn. But Mr. Wanamaker was here to under- 
take to appease the antagonist of the Presi- 
dent, and Mr. Elkins has the same contract. 
The only strong peace man in the little party 
was Mr. Elkins, and he got very little encour- 
agement. Indeed, the statement was made 
yesterday that the President -was now com- 
pelled to rely for his boom in New York upon 
Mr. Elkins and Col. Elliott F. Shepard. : 

Lhe critics of the President said that he was 
very willing to accept the services in 1888 of 
Mr. Quay, Col. Dudley, Gen. Clarkson, Mr. 
Platt, and Warner Miller, who Are all against 
him now. It was recailed that Gen., Harrison, 
after his election and just before his inaugura- 
tion, announced that it would be good Repub- 
lican politics not to give so much attention to 
efforts to carry New York State. It was said 
yesterday that, in view ot these utterances it 
would be quite useless for Secretary Elkins to 
undertake to patch up a peace; furthermore, 
that the situation had so changed that not only 
the Southern States but also all the silver 
States are opposed to Harrison, while as for 
Indiana it was contidently predicted that the 
President could nat come within 10,000 votes 
of carrying his own State now. 

Altogether some of the most competent Re- 
publican politicians saw in the annbuncement 
that Harrison may possibly withdraw the in- 
teresting conclusion that the Président is 
thoroughly aware of the forces arrayed against 
him, that the men selected to bring about 
peace in his favor have thus far utterly failed, 
that while the voting Republicans respect him 
he has aroused ho enthusiasm in their breasts.

MONEY TOO CREAP TO SEE ONE ON 
WALL STREET. 


Saturday’s Market Closea Weak, the Good 
Bank Statement Failing to Help It — 


More Gold Shipments During the Week 
Will Help the Bear Side of the Specula- 
tion—So Far This Year $14,000,000 Has 
Been Sent Out— Western Reads Likely to 
Show Poor t arnings—Market Natural, 
New York, April 24.— Special. 5 
ket closed weak 3 gna e agp 
ment was good, but that did not help it. 
Selling preponderated, and, while a good deal 
must have been short stock, here and there 
unmistakable evidence appeared that long 
stock was coming out. A good many buyers 
on margin were tired waiting for profits they 
dia not see, and when the market was ham. 


mered on the gold shipments they were scared 


and sold out. It might have been some relief 
from a namby-pampby state of things to have 
aslaughtering raid by the bears. There is 
plenty of excitement when nine or ten leading 
stocks are being smashed at the same time 
the crowd of little stocks drop off whole 
points at each quotation, the volume of sales 
swelisup asthe excitement grows, brokers 
shout ‘themselves hoarse trying to execute 
orders, frightened bank managers hastily call 
loans, and everybody wonders if the bottom 
is going to drop out of things, just as the big 
operators, who have engineered the move- 
ment, rush in their buying orders and send up 
prices with a bound, 

But in the present condition of things there 
is not mach chance of enjoying a circus like 
this. Money is too cheap. The Union Trust 
company has just reduced its rate on deposits 
from 234 to 1 per cent. You can have a dull 
market, with certain stocks dropping because 
of specially unfavorable conditions affecting 
the properties, as in the case of Atchi- 
son and Northern at this time; 
but while banks are soliciting 
customers to borrow money, even the spring 

old shipments are good only for temporary 
and small depressions. The se -lling of the last 
week may continue for a day or two and 
knock the market down a little more, but it 
does not seem possible the movement can go 
far. The trading is therely professional and 
the growth of the short interest soon estab- 
lished a basis for a rally. 


Bears Aided by Gold Shipments. 


It will help the bear side of speculation that 
we shall sead out more gold this week. This 
merchandise export has been sold against for 
a month or more, and the amount of new 
commercial bills being made is comparatively 
small; so, if London continues a seller of our 
securities this week, the gold export may be 
considerable. If it becomes a buyer, it will 
be small. So far this year we have sent out 
about $14,000,000, which is below the average 
for the season. 

It was a great disappointment to the bulls 
that London failed to come strong Tuesday 
morning, after the holidays; in other words, 
that instead ef following the lead given nere 
ora uying. it took me ts sig of a higher 

tounload—on. Thetraders promptly 
took! the bear side of the market on this dis- 
covery, and stocks were quickly thrown over. 

Bear news at once sprang up in plenty. 
The action of the Pennsylvania road in re- 
ducing coal-tolls was accepted as meaning a 
coal rate war, as incidentally a yreat strike 
on the 5 road was asserted to be im- 
pending. Neither has materialized up to this 
time, but the coal stocks had most of the rise 
of the previous week speedily knocked off 
their pins. It is the easiest thing in the world 
to swing Reading between 50 and 60 —that is, 
easy for the insiders; and they seem to find 
their profit in doing it. The action of the

This is 
unlikely, however. 

Bear Outlook in Parts of the West. 

There is a more genuine bear outlook in 
certain parts of the West, where some of the 
roads are likely to make a comparatively 
poor show of earnings in the next two or 
three months. It is probably due to ‘a 
knowledge of this that the Atchison securities 
continue to dribble on the market. The in- 
come bonds, it is said, will possibly get half 
the full interest this year, and 2*¢ per cent on 
a bond selling at 50 is only 5 per cent on par, 
while the quotation is now between 56 and 57. 
Five per cent on a security of doubt ful qual- 


ity is not much to get for one’s money. 


“As to Northern Pacific, it is pointed ‘out 
that this stock has distinguished itself by 
working down through a strong market to

Millions of Lives Dependent Upon the Care 
of the Governpent.

An Improved Horseshoe. 
The London General Omnibus company is 


severe tests on the Kuropean Continent with very 
satisfactory results. The idea, which is the in- 
vention ofa Frenchman named Pigot,is a very 
simple one, consisting merely of the affixing to 
the underpart of the shoe of two strips of cork, 
one on each side, “The cork strips,“ says a 
printed description, a held in -position by two 
very thin sheet-iron tes firmly fastened to- 
gether by a rivet. he outer edges of these 
Hates are slipped between the shoe and the 
hoof The inner edges are turned up- 
2 forming flanges, between which and the 
inner edge of the shoe the cork blocks are 
tightly fixed. Between these flanges is fittea a 
screwed bolt with nuts at either end, so that 
when the nuts are tightly screwed against the 
flanges the whole is perfectly inif¥ovable. In 
order. to hold the cork still firmer in position 
the corners of the flanges are turned down over 
it, thus forming a conple of sockets, into 
which the cork, which at first sighs slightls pro- 
jecte over the surface of the shoe, is jammed 
and compres more firmly every day by the 
weight of the horse.” These shoes are said to 
enable the horse to obtain such a grip upon a 
slippery surface that slipping is almost impossi- 
ble and straining is greatly diminished. The 
Brussels Tramway company, after trying them 
for six months, has adopted them for géneral use, 
The extra expense is estimated at $7.50 a year for 
each horse, against which must be put a saving 


the life of the animal. 


A Survivor of the Biack Hawk War. 

Asurvivor of the Black Hawk war is still liv- 
ing in Freeport, III., in the person of Mrs. William 
Lawhorn. Sheis the widow of one of the band 
of settlers who helped to build the fort on Apple 
River, which was afterwards attacked by the In- 
dians. It was constracted of split logs set on 
end and making a stockade twelve feet high. The 
wagons and goods of the settlers’ families were 
taken inside, and there gathered the men. women, 
and children when the néws reached them of the 
advance of Black Hawk and his bloodthirsty 
warriors. The whites did not have long 
to wait. Three hundred and fifty 
braves in fall war-paint suddenly appeared on 
the crestof the 5 After three hours of 
hard fighting. the indians were repulsed by the 
sharp and unerring fire from the settlers’ rifles, 
taking their dead with them. One of the, whites, 
Haskel Rhodes, was killed, and two were 
wounded. During the siege Mrs. Lawhorn and 
other women molded ballets and helped the meu 
to load their rifles. As the Indians drew off the 
settlers sallied forth, only to fall into an am- 
buscade and lose several of their little force. 
Mrs. Lawhorn attends the reunions of the few 
Black Hawk veterans who survive. She is now 
122 years old, and was about 30 vears of 
age at the time of the fight on Apple River.

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“BUSINESS. 


THE BUSINESS | ESS SITU ATION. 


So far as surface appearancesare concerned 
there is scarcely a shade of’ change in the general 
situation. The samp thing may indeed be said of 
actual conditions, but there is a change in the 

way in Which men view the business outlook, and 
that sometimes is of quite as much importance 
as any qther plement in the situation. For a long 
time bupiness has been called dull. Bankers par- 
ticularly have taken this view. They found un- 
comfortably large surpluses.on their hands which 
they were unable to loan, and their conclusion 
was that business must be slack. As the season 


/progresses further and gets along so as some sort 


of totals can be made up concerning the volume 
of trade, the people who have been calling 
it dull are surprised to find that throughout the 
West at least a greater volume of business is be- 
ing transacted than at any time before in our 
history. This is emphatically so in Chicago, and 


the larga cities throughout the grain producing 


section are little if any behind the great center in 
this great point of activity. 

The Chicago bankers who! have been grumbling 
because there is so much money in their vaults 
are wakihg up to the fact, too, that their line of 
loans wag never before so great. There certainly 
is nothing about that to indicate depres- 
sion. The volume of clearings add their 
testimony to the same side of the ques 
tion. The clearings of the whole country, 
and particularly of Chicago and the West, 
show marked increase over last year. The clear- 
ings in Chicago have never been é¢qualed in any 
similar period, At the big retail stores trade is 
reported |as never better. The wholesale mer- 
chants ate well satisfied.. The whole situation, 
in fact, is much better than people as a rule have 
been supposing it to be. 

One of the notable financial events last week 
was the resumption of gold shipments. Satur- 
day's steamers carried out a considerable amount 
of gold cdnsigned to France. The sterling mar- 
ket is still up to a point which will admit of 
further gdid shipments, and all exchange brokers 
report a marked scarcity of bills. This points to 
a continued shipment of gold. The imports at 
New York are considerably heavier than they 
were a year ago, and the demand for bills is likely 
to be large. Large gold shipments will undoubt- 
edly have the effect of unsettling confidence, 
but .thete is really little occasion for 
that. With the vast surplus of idle 
money that is piled up at all the money centers 
here the sliipment of a few millions of gold would 
in itself have no appreciable effect on the situa- 
tion. Such a movement. however, dows generally 
affect the public mind and its importance is mag- 
nified untjl it becomes an element of much 
greater moment in the situation than it really 
ought to. | 

The railroad earnings continue to come in 
showihg satisfactory gang. The net earnings of 
123 roads ih February show a gain of over 20 per 
cent. Grogs earnings last month and this month 
are large abd it is likely that the net results will 
show a conbiderable increase over a year ago. 

The impfovement in the cotton market has had 
a bracing effect upon business in the South. The 
depression here has * more marked than 
in any other section of the country, and that was 
owing entifely to the unprecedentedly low prices 
for cotton. 

The usual time for labor demonstrations is 
drawing néar without any serious menace to 
business interests from that quarter. There have 
ben more dr less strikes, but settlements have 
been effectdd without their extending into any 
serious movpment. Railroad employés seem well 
satisfied as A rule ahd nothing serious is threat- 


‘ened in thatiquartet. Just at this time for sev- 


eral years the possibility of strikes has been an 
important factor in the situation, and the present 
compatative¢ freedom from any danger from 
that sourca is a point of much importance 
in the general outlook. Stock speculation 
both here agd in New York is at an extremely 
low ebb, The public is taking only the slightest 
interest in the movements of the market. The 
banks report considerable investment orders, but 
they are for h class of securities of the highest 
character, abd nothing else appears to be satis- 
factory. Onb of the notable features of the mar- 
ket has beenithe extraordinary advance in City 
railway stock. The stock has recently advanced 25 
points and within the present year 7 peints. Even 
at this advasce no etockis brought out from large 
investors, abd transactions have been only in 
trifling amoynts. An interesting feature of. the 
situation is the sharp | demand ana decided 
strength of the securities of the new South Side 
elevated road.
